retary. “lf we grant that the Federal 
estimate is correct that means we lost 
$655,000 in a year from a preventable 
disease. The knowledge of how to con­ 
trol hog choler?? is sit hand.

Marshall will establish quarantine to

there is plenty of food in the vicinity 
of Dusseldorf but vt is 
difficult for 


the poorer classes to purchase it on 
cards, because the food is held for the 
high prices obtained 
for smuggled 
goods. 
Meat when obtained legitimately is 
quoted at the normal 
equivalent of 
$1.20 a pounJ, butter at $1.40, eggs at 
20 cents each, 
flour to five cents a 
pound and sugar at 24 cents a pound. 
The same food if sold by smugglers 
bring from

to five 
times 
those prices. Bacon is sold by smug­ 
glers 
for the normal Equivalent of 
four dollars to seven dollars a pound.
